The first act in this year’s produc­ 
tion came iii South Dakota with an 
unsatisfactory result to the Coolidge 
adm in istration, but one nevertheless 
expected. 
T hat came when Senator 
Peter J. Norbeck. in surgent, won th e 
republican nomin ation 
for 
United 
States senator with a wide margin 
over George J. Danforth, an avowed 
adm inistration man. 
Now w ith the first act disposed of, 
leaders of the various factions are 
prep a rin g for a swift m oving 
ve­ 
hicle until the climax is reached in 
November. 
Chief am ong the new elem ents in ­ 
jected into the 
drama 
of 
middle 
•western affairs is the situation 
in 
Wisconsin. 
There 
Senator 
Irvine 
Lenroot has announced he w ill run 
again as the champion of the ‘'Cool­ 
idge republicans.” 
But F ra n k J. Kelly, former liquor 
prosecutor in the District of Colum­ 
bia, has 
th ro w n 
th e 
unexpected 
angle into Wisconsin affairs by an­ 
nouncing for th e senate on a w et 
ticket. 
The state has been a hotbed 
of wet and dry fights but unti^ K el­ 
l y ’s unexpected debut the issue had 
not been involved in this, year’s senr 
atorial race. 
Kelly is going to make the race 
on the plea th a t he has watched the 
liquor law in action and has decided 
it “ does not am ount to m uch.” 
Iowa is “sitting ti g h t ” w atc h in g 
for the entrance of its leading man. 
Smith 
W. 
Brookhart, 
insurgent. 
R ight now there is no activity as a 
result of the Brookhart-Steck senate 
contest pending before a senate com­ 
mittee. 
Senator Cummins, other Iowa sen­ 
ator, is up for nomin ation J u n e 7 
and his opponents are 
Howard 
J. 
Clark, Des Moines, and State Senator 
M. L. Bowman, Waterloo. 
But if Brookhart is kept out of 
th e senate by th e Steck contest, then 
th e insurgent is expected 
to 
add 
some spirit to the presentation of 
the Iowa part of th e middle western 
drama. 
In event of B rookhart’s e n ­ 
trance into th e fight, Bowman will 
step out. 
Missouri is cluttered w ith candi­ 
dates and the issues are many. The 
republicans are p la nning wide ap ­ 
plause for Senator George H. 
W il­ 
liams, reg u la r republican, who voted 
against th e world court, and W, O. 
Akeson. 
There also is a peril th a t 
W a lter S. Dickey, K ansas City, may 
enter th e race. 
W. Blodgett Priest, 
a young republican. Is seeking the 
senate on a modification of the dry 
law platform. 
In connection w ith young P riest’s 
entrance there is possibility of an 
unusual angle being injected 
into 
the M issouri race. 
Judge H enry S. 
Priest, father of the young republi­ 
can, has announced that if none of 
the dem ocratic candidates announce 
a w et platform , he w ill 
become 
a 
candidate on the dem ocratic sla te.1 
That gives a possibility of 
father 
against son in the election, although 
the elder Priest may have no reason 
to enter 
the 
contest, 
as 
Harry 
Hawes, St. Louis, is expected to an ­ 
nounce him self in favor of either 
modification or repeal of the 
Vol­ 
stead law. 
The next act in the drama, how ­ 
ever, w ill come in Illinois, April 13. 
Then the voters w ill see the end of a 
sp arkling republican 
c a m p a i g n 
against Senator W illiam B. M cKin­ 
ley by Franklin L. Sm ith. T he world 
court issue is the prom inent one be­ 
tween the tw o candidates. 
George 
E. Brennan is seeking the dem ocratic 
nom ination on a wet ticket, but his 
nom ination is a virtual 
certainty; 
therefore the heavy role cut out for 
him w ill not be used until after the 
prim aries, when his republican op­ 
ponent w ill be selected.

This fresh activity on the part of 
the district a t to r n e y ’s 
office 
came 
upon telegraphic in structions 
from 
District A ttorney Keyes to his staff 
of assistants here. 
‘‘I cannot reveal th e names of the 
persona who were questioned 
nor 
w h a t they have told us,” F i t t s said. 
We obtained Important and valuable 
infprm ation, however, and when Mr. 
Keyes retu rn s it probably will be 
presented to a g ran d Jury.” 
None of th e principals in th e first 
investigation of the Taylor m u rd er 
four years ago were am ong 
those 
examined in the revived probe, F itts 
said. 
Activity at the sta te ’s a t to r n e y ’s 
office, after foui; years of quiet “ u n ­ 
der cover*’ investigation, stirred th e 
film colony of which Taylor was an 
im porta nt member and fresh rum ors 
were put in circulation. 
Most of the characters who figured 
in 'the first probe have left the state. 
Only Mabel Norm and, screen comed­ 
ienne, remains in th e immediate vi­ 
cinity and although she 
was 
not 
am ong those called for questioning 
today she will be examined when 
Keyes re tu rn s from the east. 
M ary Miles Minter, the other film 
star, who figured prominently in the 
investigation which immediately fol­ 
lowed the murder, is in New York 
and her mother, Mrs. Charlotte Shel­ 
by, is in New Orleans. 
Both may 
be called to Los Angeles for fresh 
questioning, Fitts indicated. 
Edward Sands, the slain film d ir ­ 
ector’s valet, is the single person u n ­ 
accounted for in the revived efforts 
to solve the case, the district a t t o r ­ 
ney’s office indicated. 
If he could 
be located there would be an imme­ 
diate indictment and trial 
of 
the 
m u rd er case, it was said. 
Sands, who is known 
to 
have 
quarreled with his former 
master, 
disappeared at the time of th e m u r ­ 
der and has never since been found. 
A “ mysterious w om an,” real or im­ 
agined, is blamed for his successful 
getaway, by the district attorney's 
office. 
It is this woman for whom 
Keyes has been looking in the east,) 
it was sail* 
on the theory th a t she 
can tell the prosecutor where to find j 
Sands.

r u n n in g well behind Norbeck, but 
led his oponent, C. E. Coyne, by a 
margin almost as impressive aR that 
of Norbeck. 
Gunderson’s total was 
approxim ately 42,000, against 
less 
tha n 28,000 for Coyne. W. J. Hulow 
was appa rently in a safe lead over 
R. O. Richards for the democratic 
nomin ation for governor. 
Republican nomination in 
South 
Dakota practically assures election. 
Norbeck will be opposed In tile final 
election by Howard P ratt, farrner- 
l^horite. and C. J. Gunderson, demo­ 
crat. 
At his home In Redfield Nor­ 
beck was jubilant over his decisive 
victory and interpreted

The charges filed are in five ar­ 
ticles, which contain more thaft 30 
specific charges, r a n g in g from 
ty­ 
ranny, oppression, m isbehavior, pro­ 
fanity, unlawful disbarm ent of law ­ 
yers. to corrupt use of bankruptcy 
funds, unlawful changes in 
bank­ 
ruptcy rules and the exercise of fav­ 
oritism and partiality from the bench 
of the United States, 
In subm itting the report to 
the 
house, Representative Graham, the 
chairman of the judiciary com m ittee, 
announced he would call It up for 
discussion and a vote next Tuesday. 
If the report is adopted, a special 
session of the senate w ill be held af­ 
ter adjournm ent of the present ses­ 
sion. 
Several house members w ill 
be appointed to conduct the “prose­ 
cution” on behalf of the house. 
Judge English, whose home is in 
East Bt.

Forest Ranger E. H. Rhodes Gives 
Advice to the 
Farmers 


TOWNSHIP FIRE WARDENS 


List of Those Who Serve in Crow 
Wing County And Post 
Office Addresses 
In an interview accorded the Dis­ 
patch, Forest Hanger E. H. Rhodes 
advised farm ers to burn their m e a ­ 
dows now. 
He said: 
“ The time of year is again 
at 
hand, when farmers, who have ha>- 
meadows which were out 
cut last 
year are th inking of burning, and a 
more opportune time can not be ex­ 
pected 
tha n 
at 
the 
present 
time 
while the frost is still in the ground 
and there is still snow in the woods. 
“ Many farmers have already r e ­ 
moved all hay from their meadows 
and done their burning, and their 
worry for the spring is over, becall? 
th e ir hay 
is safe and 
they have 
cleaned 
up 
any 
slash 
and 
debris 
which has accumulated durin g th 
winter, near their buildings or i 
th eir wood-lot and which might oth 
erwise have invited disastrous tires 
Also, they have the' satisfaction o 
knowing that by b urning early they 
have 
not 
destroyed 
a n y 
young 
growth timber in their wood-lot nor 
have they destroyed the nests of th 
chickens 
or 
birds 
which 
are 
so 
necessary 
to 
help 
keep down 
th 
arm y of crop-destroying insects and 
worms. 
“ So, if you haven’t yet done the 
spring b u rn in g which is probably 
necessary on your farm, why not try 
and get it done within the next few 
days, while with a little ca re and 
w atc h in g you are sure that fires will 
not do any damage. 
“ Meadows should be burned after 
4 or 5 o’clock in the afternoon or ii 
the evening after the wind has gone 
down. 
Get your neighbor to help 
you, see th a t the lire does not catch 
in 
the 
peat 
ditch 
banks 
or 
old 
stumps and hold over. 
“ Remember that b urning permit 
are required for any b urning which 
is done, any time while t h e ground 
is not snow'-covered, unless you hav 
first made a fresh fire-break suffi 
cient to check the spread of fire 
B u rn in g permits may be obtaine 
from the district forest range r or 
township lire warden.

The little printer is in direct competition with the great tax-free 
government printing office with its tremendous buying power 
backed by the credit of the United States Treasury itself. 
The National Editorial Association is at the present time 
leading in the campaign to get the government out of the com­ 
mercial printing business. 
If it can print and sell envelopes, why 
not print and sell the letterhead paper to go with the envelopes; 
or sell letter paper unprinted if the customer so desires? 
If the 
quantity buying power of the government is to be used for the 
benefit of the purchaser of one community, why not extend it to 
all commodities? 
The principle involved in this fight is whether or not it is a 
legitimate function of government, state or national to go into 
competition with private citizens who must furnish the taxes and 
the brains to maintain government itself.

to a head.

20 Percent of l l Year Olds Brought 
Before Juvenile Court 
During 1925 
The boys life survey of this city 
taken in the schools several week? 
ago shows some interesting things 
regarding tho boys of the city. 
The 
survey was taken among all boys in 
the schools, between the ages of IO 
and 18 years. 
The percentage of each age in the 
total number. 603, is as follows: IO 
years, 14 percent, l l years, 11.7 per­ 
cent, 12 years, 17.2 percent. 
Otic of the most startling things 
about the survey is the fact that 
20.1 percent of the l l year old boys 
were brought up for being delin­ 
quent during 1925. 
Of the 17 year 
old boys, 19 percent were brough t 
up on this charge. 
The figures regarding the use of 
tobacco by boys are impressive: of 
the IO year old boys, 3.5 percent use 
tobacco: 12.3 percent of the l l year 
obis state that they use tobacco, and 
the other ages are 12 years, 1.9 per­ 
cent; 
13 
years, 
9.3 
percent; 
14 
years, 8 percent; 15 years, 7.6 per­ 
cent; 16 years, 16 percent; 17 years. 
27 percent; and 18 years, 36 per­ 
cent. 
The number belonging to the Boy 
Scouts is 2*5 percent of the 12 year 
olds, 30 percent of the 13 year olds, 
22 percent of the 14 year olds, l l . ft 
percent of the 15 year olds, and 8 
percent of the 16 year olds. 
Those 
belonging to the Y. M. C. A. start 
at 3 percent of the IO year olds, and 
Hie percentage grows every year, to 
35 percent of the 18 year olds.

Frank Caton, who was a personal 
friend of Nicholas, the czar of the Russian, and who won millions of dollars 
for the royal family, while it was in its heyday of m onarchial suprem acy, 
has passed away at the age of 74. 
Caton was one of the most colorful figures in the racing world. 
Born In 
Northville, Mich., September 3, 1852, Caton was the son of John I). Caton. 
The elder Caton, together with th** famous General C uster of “Last S tand’’ 
renown, owned running horses together. 
Before he was Hi, young Frank was running horses in th** famous "Q uar­ 
te r” races tile old Indian fighter staged with John Caton. 
It was there, u n ­ 
der Custer's expert knowledge and tutelage, that Frank Caton learned all lie 
knew of horses. 
When Im* became too heavy to ride In th** saddle he turned to training 
harness horses. 
Incidentally, when Frank was in England in 1873, he rowed 
No. 4 fin the winning American barge in tin* noted race between England 
and America of that year. 
From 1873 to 1881, lie raced and trained harness horses for his brother 
Sum, in tin* United States, and helped in no small degree, to put harness 
racing on the American turf. 
In 1881, fie came to Cleveland and was em ­ 
ployed to rue** and train horses for tin* Forest City farm, owned 
Emery. 
On the sit** of the Emery farm now stands the famous 
North Randall race track of th** Grand Circuit.. 
Emery sent Caton to Russia with 20 head of thoroughbreds, the hest bf 
ing Winterset and W intergreen, which won many races in Russia. 
Caton r* 
turned to Cleveland in 1893 
but went hack to the land of the czar in 
1894 
in 191)2 he was presented to the czar, and beearn** 
his favorite trainer. 
Th 
czar’s sport-loving brother, Grand Duke Michael, took a liking to Caton, and 
for many years, racing for royalty, he won millions of dollars In purses fo 
the czar and th*' grand duke, 
With tim establishment of the Soviet regime and the overthrow of th 
nobility, Caton returned to America, having lost his money and horses in 
the upheaval. 
He spent the 
rest of his years in Cleveland. 
One of Cabin's sons, Samuel, 
is still in Russia. Another, Will, is one of 
A m erica’s leading harness race riders. 
He lives in Cleveland.
